The reply received 3/29/06 to tine restriction requirement mailed 2/22/06 is 
acknowledged; however, applicant has not complied fully with the restriction 
requirement. The examiner required an election of species (see pages 4 and 5 of the 
Office action). 

Applicant's traverse regarding the requirement for an election of a single 
invention from Groups l-lll has been considered, and it is persuasive. The examiner 
rejoins Groups II and III to elected Group I. However, this rejoinder necessitates that 
applicant elect additional relevant species. Any inconvenience is regretted. 

The species groupings requiring election are recited below, for applicant's 
convenience. Applicant should refer to the original restriction requirement for the full 
requirement and conditions thereof. Note that a one-month period for reply to this 
paper has been set.

Corporation, (m') the Beckman Coulter STKS System, (n') the Beckman Coulter Gen-S

System, and (q') the Sysmex XE2100 System , as in claims 12 and 25. 

Screening targets: (r') HIV, (s') HPV, (f) hepatitis, (u') leukemia, and (v') cancer, 
as in claims 13 and 26.
